Or maybe nature will provide 
the kind of die-off the planet needs 


THERE IS A GROUP IN NORTH 
America—I am not joking—whose 
motto is “Back to the Pleistocene.” 
Its followers would like human soci- 
ety to revert not just to a pre-indus- 
trial past, but to a pre-agricultural 
one. Humans would subsist on the 
untended fruits of nature, hunting 
the beasts of the earth and the fowls 
of the air, gathering roots and berries 
from the derelict cityscapes 
reclaimed by the wild 
It all sounds rather splendid, if 

you are young, fit, perfectly sighted, 
and don’t mind dying before you 
reach 40. But there's another small 
problem: that without farming, the 
earth could support not the 6 billion 
people who are alive today, but just 
a few hundred thousand. The vision 
of the members of North American 
EarthFirst (the folk who put the 
“mental” into environmentalism) is 
achievable only with the annihila- 
tion of almost all of mankind. One 
‘might have expected them, there- 
fore, to volunteer themselves as the

And we know too that the planet 
can indefinitely support only a limit- 
ed number of people. Already cer- 
tain resources—paradoxically the 
renewable ones such as freshwater, 
soil, fisheries and forests—are run- 
ning out; others will soon follow. 
Some oil geologists are predicting 
that global demand will exceed sup- 
ply within the next ten or fifteen 
years. The consequences of consum- 
ing fossil fuels can no longer be 
denied, even by the Spectator. As the 
[British] government's chief scientist 
observed in March, “the scientific 
community has reached a consen- 
sus”: Climate change is real and 
man-made. Ecologists estimate the 
earth’s carrying capacity—the num- 
ber of people it can sustain without 
ecological collapse—at between two 
and four billion. 

For all these reasons, we could be 
expected to welcome the extraordi- 
nary news that, for the first time in 
history, without the help of plagues, 
wars or famines, the human 
popula.tion is expected soon to start 
declining. Demographers now pre- 
dict that our numbers will peak at 
about nine billion in 2070, and then 
begin to fall. Most of the richer

4 per cent by 2025. The US will keep 
growing for a little longer, then fol- 
low the rest of us. The real surprise is 
that the poorer nations are likely to 
go the same way. Countries like 
China, Mexico, Algeria and Iran are 
ageing even faster than we are. Even 
so, because we are so much older 
already, it is the rich nations which 
will shrink first. 


SURVIVAL OF THE 
OPPORTUNIST? 

Why is this happening? Partly 
because women now have better 
options than squeezing out as many 
babies as they can before they col- 
lapse into a premature old age. 
Partly because urbanization means 
that children are no longer required 
to work in the fields. And partly 
because, in the rich world, they cost 
a fortune to bring up: a report pub- 
lished ten days ago suggested that 


British children cost an average of 
£164,000. So as we age more we 
sprog less, and the result will be a 
smaller and older world.And this, 
surely, is what all those who want 
some lebensraum without the reich 
have been waiting for: an unforced, 
gentle decline of the seething mass- 
es, which will leave the survivors 
with more ecological and social 
space. Well the writer Philip 
Longman isn’t among them. His 
forthcoming book, The Empty Cradle, 
which he summarizes in this 
month's Foreign Affairs, proposes 
that demographic decline is a disas- 
ter. 

Longman makes the point, which 
can scarcely be denied, that as a pop- 
ulation ages it becomes less capable 
of supporting itself. The US and 
Europe are already being sucked 
into the inevitable pensions crisis. In 
Germany the state now spends 14 
per cent of its GDP on pensions and 
healthcare for the elderly: this will 
grow to 24 per cent by 2040. General 
Motors already has two and a half 
times as many pensioners as work- 


ers, and a pension shortfall of $19 
billion. The IMF has warned the 
United States that the gap between 
its anticipated tax revenues and 
anticipated benefit payments 
amounts to five times its GDP. 

Just as the costs of sustaining our- 
selves rises, our ability to generate 
wealth will fall. If Europe’s popula- 
tion declines by 4 per cent, its output 
per worker will need to increase by 
an extra 4 per cent if it’s to stay out 
of recession. Yet as we age we 
become less prepared to invest in the 
kind of entrepreneurship that would 
make that possible: Who wants to 
sink his pension into a risky specula- 
tion? Raising the retirement age 
won't solve the problem: American 
life expectancy is already peaking, 
while obesity and the diseases of 
affluence curtail our working lives. 
Immigration won't work either; the 
US would need to absorb 11 million 
migrants a year between now and 
2050 to keep up. As other popula- 
tions age, it’s hard to see where they 
would come from. 

So, having been urged for years to 
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stop breeding for the sake of human- 
ity, we are now being told to breed 
like coathangers for the same cause. 
Only if governments encourage us 
to start having babies again, 
Longman argues, will we avert an 
economic catastrophe. 


TIME TO GET YER FERTILE ON? 
At first sight, his argument looks 
persuasive. Those of us who haven’t 
got there yet face a bleak old age of 
increasing needs and declining 
income. Young people will see us as 
a crippling and useless burden. 

But there is a good side to all this, 
which Longman’s article ignores. If 
people stop breeding when they 
become rich, then we have stumbled 
across the perfect, self-regulating 
solution to resource depletion and 
ecological collapse. For the first time 
in history we may have developed a 
mechanism that prevents us from 
wolfing our way to extinction. 

Ever since Thomas Malthus pub- 
lished his Essay on the Principle of 
Population in 1798, population prob- 
lems have been-blamed on other 
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people. Like the folk who expect to 
enjoy the fruits of a new Pleistocene, 
those who call for the population to 
be reduced tend to start by assuming 
that the numbers of everyone except 
people like themselves should 
diminish. Malthus, a gentleman cler- 
ic, insisted that the problems of the 
poor were caused by their irrespon- 
sible fecundity. Those who spent the 
1970s and 1980s campaigning 
against overpopulation were 
lamenting not the evident surplus of 
white intellectuals, but the abun- 
dance of impoverished people with 
brown skins. The “population crisis” 
offered a convenient means of over- 
looking the real source of environ- 
mental disaster, as it was the only 
problem for which the poor could: be 
blamed and the rich could not. 

Tn truth, human wealth has long 
been a bigger environmental issue 
than human numbers. The citizens 
of the United States, for example, 
each use 88 times as much energy as 
the citizens of Bangladesh. We can 
huff and puff about the teeming 
Bangladeshis, but the planet can live 
with far more of them than of us. But 
now the problem is being solved at 
source: The people who are causing 
the most damage are the ones whose 
numbers will decline first. 

Yes, there will be pain. A genera- 
tion or two will be poorer than their 
predecessors. But Longman has 
surely overstated the problem; is a 4 
per cent increase in European pro- 
ductivity over 20 years really so hard 
to achieve? And surely a population 
which is 4 per cent smaller requires 4 
per cent less economic activity to get 
by? Though an ageing world might 
be a more boring place, it is also like- 
ly to be a more considerate, less vio- 
lent one. Longman complains that 
people with fewer children will be 
less prepared to let those children go 
to war. But this is surely a good 
thing. One has only to think of 
Europe in the Middle Ages, when 
teenage kings led their teenage 
troops into perpetual war, or of West 
Africa today, to see that a world 
dominated by clapped-out old relics 
would be a kinder one than a world 
dominated by raging youth. There 
will be less crime, less burning of 
rubber, more gardening, more time 
with grandchildren. 

And, of course, the upside-down 
demographic pyramid won’tstay 
that way for long. As the elderly die™ 
off, there will, as a result of lower 
birth rates today, be fewer grey 
heads to replace them, and wecan | 
then expect the human population — 
to stabilize with a similar age struc- 
ture to today’s, but a smaller total 
number. As soon as you examine the 
alternative you see what good for"

WE ALL EXPECT THE FUNDRAIS- 
ers for arts organizations to be a little 
creative, but Harcourt House’s 
Drawing in Stride event on June 26th 
has even greater aspirations for you:

a special pencil case. You can also 
win prizes for raising money for us, 
with a minimum pledge of $75.

“We're going to start at Harcourt 
House with some models in the 
morning. Register, check in, get your 
t-shirts and supplies, have breakfast 
and coffee. And something new is 
that people who have registered can 
go toa warm-up drawing session on 
June 8th to practice with a model and 
a still life so that they’re not so intimi- 
dated.” 

Its a fun way to get involved in art 
without the pressure of taking a 
class. And the benefits go both ways: 
the funds raised will go toward 
Harcourt House’s many programs in 
its outreach activities, which brings 
art instruction to groups that may 
not normally be able to access art 
education, like low-income groups or 
those with limited mobility. 

“All kinds of people are calling us, 
from all walks of life. Most people 
who came out to draw last year 
weren't connected to Harcourt 
House in any way; they thought it 
was interesting and learned about us 
through the event.”

CLOSE ENCOUNTERS 

Magnetic Encounters is a chance 
for the audience to “be on the inside 
track” says Vingoe “they don’t just 
experience the work in a darkened 
theatre, the get to see how it hap- 
pened, how it came about” 

Central to that is the On The 
Verge series. The national play read- 
ing series presents very new work 
for the first time to audiences. It was 
the hatching ground of this year’s 
presentation Ernestine Shuswap Gets 
Her Trout. “People were just bub- 
bling and excited about it. Artists 
can watch and discuss and come up 
with things they never thought of.” 

Those are the events happening in 
the limelight, but what about the 
murky recesses backstage? For the 
theatre professional, that’s the mas- 
ter classes and workshop series. The 
master classes allow the local theatre 
community to directly benefit from 
the accumulated experience coming 
to town, new ways of exploring 
character, building ensembles, mov- 
ing onstage. 

The round table sessions though, 
cut through theory and get to the 
heart of the issues surrounding the- 
atre in Canada. The challenges are 
geographic. How does one tour a 
show and not lose money? Redfern 
points out that most of the plays

Vingoe says it’s a golden opportuni- 
ty for Edmonton to learn a trick or 
two. “It’s happening here, so 
Edmonton Artists don’t have to trav- 
el to Toronto or Montreal. Oh yes, 
I’m from Atlantic Canada, I know 
what that's all about”. All this plus a 
three-day Arts Market. The stage 
seems to be set for dissemination of 
ideas. 


A TRAVELING CIRCUS 
Add subsidized Youth Passes (the 
Pass is free, getting into the show 
costs a measly two bucks) and a 
huge amount of camaraderie, and 
it’s no surprise Vingoe and Redfern 
are happy. 

- The biggest stress has been rein- ~ 
venting the festival from the ground 
up, but both agree Edmonton can’t 
have been more accommodating. 
Vingoe says she “can’t imagine 
doing this in Ottawa again. It’s quin- 
tessentially Canadian, a traveling cir- 
cus, like back in 1972 when we all 
got on the train. I would hope for the 
audience it’s a plethora of riches, a 
chance to say ‘Oh, I’ve never seen 
them’ or ‘T’'ve never seen work from 
Atlantic Canada.” 

And so it will be, but when oh 
when will the audience get a chance 
to eat?

FOR THE PAST 30 YEARS, MONTREAL'S 
Theatre de !’Qeil has “traveled to play 
where'the kids are” says Sebastien 
Bergeron. 
Bergeron takes on 
the role of Ragout, 
a rat with mouse- 
like intentions. 
Dear Fizzy/La 
Felicite is one of 
two Theatre;for 
Young Audiences 
productions run- 
ning at Magnetic North. 

The puppet piece leaps into a whimsical 
world inhabited by Fizzy, who's trying to 
get into the Order of Fairies: Ragout, who 
wants to go into partnership with the 
Tooth Fairy, Toto a naive intelligent being, 
Vegetarian, a talking plant, Sushi a fish 
with a fondness for biting people. 

To say it’s. a whimsical world would be 
to state the obvious, but Bergeron says it’s 
all pretty straightforward, “It isn't abstract, 
you don’t have to search too much— 
we've kept it clear for the kids. A critic said 
we don't emphasize: [a moral] you have to 
be this or that. It's more like accepting 
people in this world made up of different 
cultures, that’s what they wanted to create. 
[The characters, a] rat, Fizzy, Vegetarian, a 
monster and a fish—get along”. 

Keeping things on an uneven keel is 
furthered by the decision to stage this 
Edmonton run in both English and French 
The script, by Simone Boudreault, has 
been translated by Bobby Theodore. 
Bergeron says the language difference 
changes the flavour of the piece subtly, 
and the cast has been rigorously coached 
in English. 

But it's all part of the learning curve for 
Bergeron, who graduated acting school 
two years ago. “We're all [primarily] actors 
not puppeteers. [There are] so many 
things you can do—the sky's the limit. The 
body of an actor can't do all those things 
[like fly] — you have to put on a harness. 
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Playing the rat is an awesome character-— 
| got a gift into my hands. It’s the hardest 
puppet to. manipulate. We have to use 
buniraku [a Japanese technique where} 
the puppet is manipulated by more than 
one person. It’s all'about teamwork, stuff 
you guys can't see, but we're backstage 
running alot, sweating a lot, it keeps us in 
shape”. 

Despite the sweat and challenges of a 
bilingual run, Bergeron says it’s ultimately 
about the kids, of all ages. “When we play 
school audiences it's awesome—for 
them, it moves [quickly], a lot new charac- 
ters coming up, alot for them to enjoy. 
Families are great too—it wasn't written 
just for kids, so Simone didn't censor her- 
self- lots of play-on-words and [the trans- 
lation] keeps that. The important thing is 
we don't take people for silly. It's like the 
French title La Felicite: happiness coming 
out” 


ERNESTINE SHUSWAP GETS HER 


TROUT

IN 1910, SIR WILFRED LAURIER TOOK 
atrip to the Thompson River Valley in 
British Columbia. There, he was presented 
with the “Laurier Memorial”. The BC 
chiefs assembled 
and dictated their 
requests to a 
Scottish trader. It 
was then read to 
the (then) Prime 
Minister by a 
catholic priest. It 
contained a series 
of requests for land 
rights, the rights to hunt and fish and to 
preserve a way of life that was fast disap- 
pearing. 

Director David Ross, on the phone 
from his car just outside Vancouver, says 
Ernestine Shuswap Gets Her Troutis a 
piece which looks at a century (1810— 
1910) of interaction between the native 
population and the white settlers, and rolls 
it into one day. “The document itself is not 
so riveting, but the ideas are terrific. | saw 
the bedrock of a play when it was handed 
to me by a Shuswap chief. | saw written 
down for the first time the native ideas on 
kinship, hospitality and responsibility”. 

Ross says he has a great partnership 
with the Secwepeme Cultural Centre in 
Kamloops. The centre co-commissioned 
Emestine Shuswap, and the commission 
coaxed Tomson Highway out of a 10-year 
playwriting hiatus. Ross and Highway met 
in at the Banff Playwrights’ Colony 11 
years ago, says Ross, and the pair have 
remained friends since, It meant Highway 
placed a great deal of artistic trust in 
Ross's abilities. “Tomson had gotten 
away from the process of creating plays, 
you usually have a dramaturge working 
and | offered to get him whoever he want- 
ed—but he said ‘I'll leave it up to you’, 
Because I've lived in Kamloops over 29 
years [it was a}- touchstone. Tomson is 
Cree, from Northern Manitoba—so a col- 
laborative approach had to be taken to 
certain factual references.” 

The result, says Ross, is a piece which 
brims with beauty and extremely earthy 
humour. 

“The charge to him was looking at 100 
years of contact up until 1910. Four 
women gather to prepare the feast for 
Laurer. They are each of different genera- 
tions, and as they interact, the issues of 
the last 150 years are rolled into this one

the past one-and-a-half years it's been the 
same women. There's a tremendous 
sense of collegiality” 

Reaction to the play has been mixed, 
says Ross: “It had tremendous relevance 
when we played for people in Shuswap 
nation. Kamloops really found it brilliant 
but some people didn't like it, the non-lin- 
ear style was not their cup of tea. Another 
point was that the Cree sense of humour 
has a lot in common with the general 
native sense of humour. There are lots of 
references to bodily functions and he's 
pretty free with that. Some audiences said 
‘Why cheapen play with low humour?’ It 
did make me realize how Calvinist we are 
where that particular subject's concerned. 
Low humour, high themes. What the hell, 
who cares! What | hope the audience is 
left with is a contact with aboriginal peo- 
ple, that they have a sense of the richness 
of the culture.”

So the two venture 
backstage. Lady likes the props but Lucky 
makes bigger problems as the show goes 
along. This creates a volatile situation 
where the props actually EXPLODE. 
Gordon laughs gleefully as she describes 
the antics “It's full of live fireworks, prop- 
based pyrotechnics. The effects are plot- 
based rather than just effects — not many 
people do that. How do you justify some- 
thing exploding? Well, as.a clown it's 
easy. My favourite effect is an exploding 
pogo stick, but the kids love the big bal- 
loon. It's actually a Whoopee cushion that 
blows up to inordinate proportions, But! 
really love my rollerskates with the pyro” 
flyin’ out the back!” ;

SOMEONE MUST HAVE TURNED 
in a top-notch performance for the dance 
gods. Over the next ten days, Edmonton's 
dance community will find itself in the 
centre of a rare storm of dance activity. 

Some of the most influential Canadian 
dance-artists will converge for the Feats 
Dance Festival from June 3 -13, offering 
over 25 eclectic workshops to explore, 
several live performances to inspire and 
unique audition opportunities for expo- 
sure. 

The theme for this year’s Feats Festival 
is “breaking dance boundaries” and cele- 
brates a broad range of styles of dance to 
challenge performers and audiences alike. 

Dancers will literally be climbing the 
walls with workshops and performances ~~ 
by Vertical Dance, a unique Calgary- 
based dance troupe that blends the art of 
contemporary dance with the sport of 
climbing and rappelling. Other participat- := 
ing artists include Alberta Ballet artistic 
director Jean Grand-Maitre, company 


girl group of hip hop artists from Calgary, 
master street dancer Richard O'Sullivan 
from Vancouver's Harbour Dance Centre, 
the eclectic jazz-and tap dancer/choreog- 
tapher Kim Sato, and expert break-dancer 
Stewart Iguivez, among many others. 
“There’s always going to be certain 
trends that emerge as what is popular,” 
explains Alberta Ballet dancer Jonathan 
Renna, “but | think it is important for the 
dance community to amalgamate togeth- 


er. Recognize each other. Realize there 
really are a lot of us out there. 

“The sheer size of Canada works 
against us in that way,” says Renna, who 
will teach ballet classes for various levels 
at the Victoria School of the Performing 
and Visual Arts throughout the festival. 
“Someone in Regina isn’t likely to just 
hop in a car and drive to Winnipeg to take 
a dance class or to see a dance perfor- 
mance. It’s just not going to happen. 

“Thank God we come up from Calgary 
to Edmonton for Alberta Ballet perfor- 
mances, or the majority of Edmonton’s 
dance audiences wouldn’t have an oppor- 
tunity to see ballet as often as they do.” 

Alberta Dance Alliance executive direc- 
tor Bobbi Westman agrees. “Dance all 
over Canada is going through very diffi- 
cult times.” But thanks to funding support 
from Canadian Heritage and the Alberta 
Touring Alliance, and “a huge buy in from 
the participating artists,” the Feats Festival 
makes the giant leap in its fifth year from 
a short 3 day Festival to a full-blown 10- 
day showcase. 

A grand featindeed, but what kind of a 
return can the dance community expect 
on-such an investment of resources? 

For Eastglen High School dance 
instructor, Allison White, this year’s Feats 
Festival goes*beyond dance training and

~*~ cation. Thefeader of a budding dance 
dancer Jonathan Renna, Full Flava, an all- 


program herself, one that has doubled in 
student enrolment since 2001, White 
sees the main goal of a dance educator as

Given her enthusiasm for Odissi, it is 
no wonder that the world-renowned 
dancer devotes her life to it. “I have 
been dancing, maybe, since my 
mother’s womb!” she laughs 
Trained since the age of three in 
Odissi, she was onstage at five, per- 
forming professionally at 18—and 
has been on the road ever since. “We 
only visit our residence in Calcutta 
and then only at concert time. Life is 
a tour, and | love doing it.” 

“| don’t dance, | live dance. 
Sometimes, if | don’t dance for two 
days, | think €What’s wrong? Why 
am | not dancing?” 

Odissi has been inspiring that sort of 
devotion for over 2000 years. 
Developed in Orissa, India, the dance 
was originally a form of temple wor- 
ship. It's sinuous movements and 
contortionist poses may be familiar 
to novice audiences from the depic- 
tions of dancers that are found in 
many sculptures and paintings. The 
dances are heavily narrative, with the 
hands and torso offering symbolic 


story-telling gestures (mudras) while 
the feet provide a rhythmic ac :

WORD ABOUT NEXTFEST IS 
spreading far and fast, says festival 
director Steve Pirot. 

Among the several hundred — 
emerging playwrights, actors, direc- 
tors, painters, sculptors, dancers, 
choreographers, musicians and visu- 
al artists taking part in the spring 
2004 incarnation of Theatre 
Network’s multimedia Syncrude 
Next Generation Arts Festival is tal- 
ent from Newfoundland, 
Vancouver, Toronto, Chicago and 
New York City. 

Hosted at the Roxy Theatre (and 
various venues along 124th St. and 
downtown), NextFest 2004 presents 
a wide variety of theatre, dance, film, 
music, and visual art in full-blown 
productions and exhibits and ina 
variety of in-development work- 
shops. 

“We're certainly getting more sub- 
missions from out of province and 
from other countries, including 
plays from Chicago and New York,” 
says Pirot, noting that the festival's 
reputation seems to be spreading 
rapidly by word of mouth, creating a 
youth-oriented festival with a local 
focus and an international scope. 

“We don’t send submission infor- 
mation to L.A. or North Carolina, 
but I’ve gotten work from there,” 
Pirot adds, underlining that he reads 
a pile of scripts and proposals “two 
feet deep” to choose the festival's 
final line-up. 

The reason for the interest is obvi- 
ous: not only does the nine-year-old 
NextFest boast a unique niche; it also 
has an impressive track record. 

For starters, not many organiza- 
tions are specifically devoted to the 
development of emerging artist voic- 

es. 

“We're opening up the theatre for 
youth and showing them how it’s 
done. It’s all about how we can help 
these artists out,” says Pirot, describ- 
ing the festival as Theatre Network's 
“research and development arm” 
and a direct pipeline to the future of 
Edmonton’s art scene 

“That's one of the reasons we're 
keeping the festival inexpensive. 
Many events are free.and you can 
get a pass for $31—the idea is not to 
make money off of the events, but to 
keep the whole thing festive and get 
audiences for this emerging talent.”

“One firm rule I do have is that 
each and every play has something 
clear that’s being articulated and that 
artists have a willingness to get to 
the next level of development on 
their project. Being in NextFest is not 
just about a line on a resume.” 

Theatrical NextFest highlights 
include: the politically-oriented 
Kingship De Facto by Adam Burgess, 
the hyper-talented, hyper-young 
author of Dig Me Deep, a work that’s 
“very much about the world”; the 
deeply sexy, profoundly taboo- 
breaking Citrus by Janis Craft, “a 
play that should have a PG13 warn- 
ing On its title page; and Riot 
Standard by New York's Katharine 
Clark Gray. 

According to Pirot, the latter play 
is especially thrilling to present in 
that it presents a voice seldom heard 
on stage as well as characters seldom 
seen on the boards. “Usually you 
have middle-class, suburban charac- 
ters featured in plays. Gray’s charac- 
ters are people that have rejected all 
of that.” 

Other festival surprises include 
Jonathan Seinen’s Regeneration (a 
rare science-fiction-oriented play 
that deconstructs how “we're all 
pro; ed and conditioned”) and 
Amber McGrath's 3 Iron. 

“Amber really impressed me as a’ 
performer and wrote a play that’s ° 
brilliant in its images,” Pirot con- 
cludes. 

“You look at the poster image (a , 
golfer swinging away ina lightening 
storm) and you think [the movie] 
Caddyshack, but it doesn’t go there at 
all. It caught me off-guard and pre- 
sents one of the most beautiful the- 
atrical metaphors Ive seen in quite a 
while.”

of NextFest at Red Strap Market last 
week, you will be glad to know that 
this year more local businesses than 
ever are providing venues for 
emerging visual artists to showcase 
their work. 

Visual Arts Curator for the festi- 
val, Saskia Aarts (yes, her real last 
name) diligently enlisted the help of 
various124th street businesses for the 
festival. “When you're working as 
an artist,” she explains, “your cur- 
riculum vitae is really important, 
and that’s why I started to collect 
venues, so that I could give the 
artists as much exposure as possi- 
ble.” 

A big part of her work was to 
match the artist with the perfect 
locale. “T work really hard in fitting 
the personality of the artistsand 
venues together. For example, this 
year Jarom Scott is in Listen Records. 
His work would fit in the pages of 
Juxtapose magazine perfectly, so 
Listen is a perfect spot. And Shelley 
Paley is in Steep’s Urban Tea House, 
and she does these beautiful, lush, 
erudite landscapes from Thailand 
and Nepal. So what better a place to 
put her work than the serenity of 
Steep’s?” 

Since joining NextFest three years 
ago, Aart’s mandate has been, and 
continues to be, to put the visual 
artists’ exposure on the same level as 
that of those involved in theatre, 
music, and dance. “There are ele- 
ments of an emerging artist's career 
that are hard to find experience in, 
but that are really important to learn. 
For example, artist's statements— 
you don’t tend to learn how to do 
them, but emerging artists need to 
have a written reference of where 
their ideas come from.”

It think 
in Canada we're extremely generous 
with our contacts and helping each 
other out when we can, and that’s 
what NextFest comes out of.”

opposition: the businesspeople and 
law enforcement agents who see a 
safe-injection site as both a step 
toward decriminalization as well as a 
deepening of the problem. It’s easier 
to accept the viewpoint of the East 
Van beat cop who is up to his elbows 
in the misery of addiction than it is 
the smarmy businessman who 
seems to think all the junkies have 
chosen their lifestyle and should go 
ahead and unchoose it. 

That's because FIX has something 
to say about the roots of addiction 
and about the war on drugs as a war 
on the people who are already undu- 
ly afflicted by poverty and depriva- 
tion. Perhaps this is the saddest part 
of the film, that it so effectively 
evokes the complexity of the issues 
that underpin addiction and its 
ongoing costs. The great tragedy is 
not just the lives totally given over to 
substance abuse, but the unremediat- 
ed psychological, emotional and spir- 
itual pain that drives so many people 
to the oblivion of heroin and crack. 

Still, the courage and persistence 
of people like Livingstone, Wilson 
and Owen (whose bravery cost him 
his political career) in the Eien

Raising Helen generates no heat or logic

LET’S GET THIS OUT OF THE 
way: Raising Helen is a piece of un- 
genuine, Hollywoodized family val- 
ues crap. It’s a colossal waste of time. 
In fact, if you really have to see it, I 
recommend buying a ticket to some 

other movie and sneaking in, like a 
guilty teenager. Then at least they 
won't take your money too. 

The actress formerly described as 
“fresh” or “luminescent” or “sexy”; 
the Spawn of Goldie Hawn herself, 
Kate Hudson, plays Helen of the 
dumb-pun title. She’s been in noth- 
ing good since her breakthrough as 
Penny Lane in Almost Famous. She 
should fire her agent for putting her 
in featherhead comedies—as though 
she’s got nothing to offer but her 
youth. 

Helen is an up-and-coming young 
Manhattan modeling agency admin- 
istrator, whose party-hard lifestyle 
and puddle-shallow value system is 
a priori an unpunishable sin. 

Problem #1: Helen seems like a 
nice girl already, no worse than the 
average suburbanite who has noth- 
ing to lose if she abandons her 
lifestyle, which is also the only quali- 
ty that makes her remotely interest- 
ing. This supposedly flighty, Advil- 
and-champagne-in-the morning gal 
goes to see her family in the suburbs 

regularly, is considered “the cool 
aunt” by her nieces and nephews, 
isn’t afraid of being goofy by wear- 
ing Devo hats with her sisters, and 


kindly takes New York newcomers 
under her wing. “You can’t be a 
supermodel in the middle of the 
line,” she advises fresh new face 
Tinka (Shakara Ledard), as they 
schmooze themselves past the 
bouncer of a club that plays lite 
rock—is that a big city thing? More 
likely, it’s probably been a very long 
time since the makers of Raising 
Helen have been out toa nightclub. 

Helen’s eldest sister Jenny is an 
uptight career mommy played by 
Joan Cusack, who is honestly the 
best thing in the film, doing what 
she can delivering lines like “I’m 
having a banana,” like it’s the best 
line of comedy ever written. Her 
other sister is hip mama Sarah 
(Abigail Breslin) who dies along 
with her husband in a car accident. 
Sarah surprises everyone by 
bequeathing her three children to 
nutty Helen instead of the parenting 
pro Jenny. 

Problem #2: we're supposed to 
believe that this arrangement is a 
good idea, since it will certainly lead 
to Helen returning to the values of 
family and home, instead of career 
and adventure. And all the better 
because it’s forced on her. Okaaay... 

It's like Jersey Girl, without the 
porn references. So it’s boring. 

Boooring. Helen’s love interest is a 
Lutheran pastor. “Pastor Dan,” he 
calls himself, the principal of the 
kids’ school no less, and he’s played 
by my big, fat, boring, unthreatening 
white guy John Corbett. And no 
offence to religious officials, but... it 
is weird to see him macking on 
Helen. He works for God; she works 
for people who think it’s OK to pad

Also, they 
never mention what's so special 
about the “special brownies” that 
people keep delivering to him. 

The whole movie is artificial 
sweetener. No amount of Paris 
Hilton cameos can save this one. 
Everything about it rings false, like 
Christian rock: rock ‘n’ roll is for, by, 
and about the bad guys, so it fails on 
both accounts. 

And we know it. At one point 
during the movie, there's an icky

GIRL NOBODY IS A BAND OF 
secret agents. Of course the members 
would never admit it, but a close 
examination of the facts and an inter- 
view with singer Marta Jacuibek 
leaves little doubt. Let’s examine the 
evidence. 

First, their album took three years 
to complete. The Vancouver band, 
also comprised of Joey Turco, 

Jimmy Northey, Brett Drury, and 
Jeremiah Schneider took years to fin- 
ish recording The Future Isn't What it 
Used to Be (a title that sounds suspi- 
ciously like a Bond movie). It has an 
ambitious sound described as 
“moody electro-pop with subtle rock 
elements,” but even Radiohead 
doesn’t need three years to make a 
record. So what were they doing the 
entire time? ; 

Jacuibek’s story: “Every song that 
we'd record would kind of be better 
than the last one, so it would the 
raise the bar. We'd scrap the old 
songs and write some new ones. The 
album had many different shapes 





before it ended up as what it is now.” 


Hmmm...maybe, but what about 
the mysterious “producer” they 
worked with on the disc, a guy who 
goes only by “Futcher”? Futcher? 
Sounds like an operative codename 
ina Tom Clancy novel. 

His methods are even stranger, 
though: the album was recorded ina 
series of odd locations like bath- 
rooms, patios, even a cabin on Salt 
Spring Island. 

“The motor hotel was where we 
did the album mix,” explains 
Jactubek. “That's where Futcher was 
living for a bit. We recorded on his 
balcony.” 

What? A producer working out of 
a motor hotel?!? Sounds more like a 
safe house, although Jaciubek covers 
with, “It comes down to being enter- 
tained. I don’t work very well ina 
studio so sometimes I have to go 
somewhere else to do it.” 


The Lyall Suite is divided into 
three movements. “The first, titled 
‘La Memoire,’ has a very classical 
theme,” explains Steel, “...but it slips 
in and out of that theme and has 
some very jazzy moments. The sec- 
ond movement was based on an 
idea from a Charles Ives symphony 
and moves freely from one idea to 
the next. The third movement is 
based on something Gord heard in 
my own music and has a j 
approach and a beautiful melody.”

Either they knew some- 
thing the rest of the club didn’t, or 
Jaciubek’s ruse is crumbling under 
pressure. Either way, she cracks 
when confronted about “the ring 
modulator,” something Northey 
apparently plays on the album. 

Jaciubek tries to dismiss it as “a 
device you plug guitars into...,” 
before giving up and passing the 
phone to Turco, who's equally flus- 
tered. 

“1 don't... [.. Its hard to explain 
what a ring modulator is,” he sput- 
ters, “I’m almost at your stage 
where I don’t really know, where I 
can’t tell you exactly what it’s doing, 
but it basically takes tones and it can 
make them ring like bells almost, 
and this creates soundscapes. 
Radiohead might use a ring modu- 
lator, Pink Floyd used a lot of ring 
modulation.” 

Nice try Girl Nobody, but your 
cover’s blown. Whatever you're 
plotting with that ring modulator, 
let’s just hope you're on our side.

FOR MORE THAN EIGHT YEARS, 
the industry has played hard to get 
with Stabilo. The band flirted with 
indie stardom and sold 5,000 copies 
of their first EP. Bigwigs tempted 
and teased the act witha 
Canadian Radio Music Award nom- 
ination for Best New Rock Act, 
putting them up against the likes of 
Theory of A Deadman and Simple 
Plan. 

Major labels seduced Stabilo with 
promises of big contracts, but all the 
wining and dining never amounted 
to anything more than a culinary 
fling. This May, however, Stabilo 
finally fell in love when EMI music 
signed on to publish their latest 


“There were a lot of vacant 


promises that we've dealt with dur- 
ing our careers, and way back in the 
early days we had people string us 
along. So it was nice to have some- 
thing actually materialize,” Stabilo 
drummer, Nathan Wylie, reflects. 
“When EMI came along, we thought 
it was going to be another thing that 
didn’t actually happen. But they 
pulled through. Now, there's a lot 
more people working together to 
make things happen, which has 
allowed us to focus more on just 
playing music and putting on great 
shows. We're having a lot of fun.” 
Although Wylie is understand- 
ably pleased by the flourishing affair 
his band has developed with a major 
label, he’s quick to point out he isn’t 
interested in a codependent relation- 
ship. The band did exceptionally 
well on an independent scale before 
EMI came along, and its songs gar- 
nered high rotation on Vancouver's 
alternative rock stations, which put 
Stabilo in an enviable position. 
“Before we got the deal we just kept 


making music, because for us that’s 
what it’s about: business and the 
label are just secondary to being 
musicians and making good music,” 
Wylie asserts. “If we weren’t doing 
any of this we'd still be playing 
shows back home and writing music 
in our studio. This is just a bonus for 
us.” 

Perhaps the best thing the big time 
has offered the boys of Stabilo is 
security. Before the EMI deal, day 
jobs were a must, and, as Wylie tells 
it, this band was cursed with “the 
worst jobs anyone has ever heard 
of.” Frontman Jesse Dryfhout risked 
injury to his all-important strum- 
ming hands as a carpenter, guitarist 
Chris Moerman power washed filth 
off pigs, and Wylie did it all, from 
clean-up work at a sawmill to pick- 
ing up golf balls at a driving range. 

These days, however, it appears 
the boys behind Stabilo have a 
bright future in music and—ike the 
modern Casanovas that they are— 
the band will continue its search for 
true love. The intricate instrumenta- 
tion, rock melodies, and off-center 
lyrics on Cupid? are just the latest 
link in what is sure to be a long-last- 
ing partnership that the band has 
with its fans and the music industry. 

“{Cupid?] is basically a commen- 
tary on culture and how things are 
in this day and age. Basically, I think 
there're a lot of misperceptions that 
happen [with]in society and [these 
were] formulated into an album,” 
Wylie explains of the genesis of the 
music. He continues: “I think the 
philosophy of relationships and peo- 
ple’s idea of what love is has sort of 
been misconstrued over the years. | 
think love is a philosophical union 
between two people, but so many of 
us don’t treat it that way. 

“T just want people to listen to our 
music, enjoy it, and take something 
away from it,” he comments. 
“Hopefully, after this album, we'll 
be able to grow and continue to 
progress and play, so we can tum 
this into a career.”

IMPRESSING LOCAL CRITICS 
and winning the backing of 
Internet music nerds is one thing. 
Getting signed to one of Canada’s 
most successful independent labels 
and attempting to blast into a high- 
profile, full-time music career is 
quite another. For funky 
Vancouver pop act Panurge, how- 
ever, success on a critical and 
commercial level seems to be 
coming pretty naturally—if not 
accidentally—which suits the 
band just fine. After all, they’d 
rather be focused on their music 
and perfecting their rockstarish 
temper tantrums than worry 
about business.

JA: The fashion show seemed to be centered primarily

TEXAS JOHNNY BROWN COULD 
be the poster child for the expression 
“Music keeps you young.” His first 
professional gig was with Amos 
Milburn in 1946, and he’s a vital per- 
former and engaging personality to 
this day. 

“You can’t do anything without 
music,” says the sharp-as-a-tack 
Brown from his Houston home. “If 
you want to keep in touch with life, 
stay in touch with music—you can’t 
do anything without music and it 
keeps you fresh and up to the 
times.” 

In the times when Brown came 
up, blues, jazz, and early rock ‘n’ roll 
musicians all worked together. “I 
went to Korea in 1950, and when I 
came back I went back into [Amos] 
Milburn’s band [the Aladdin 
Chickenshackers]”, Brown relates. “I 
worked with everybody: Count 
Basie, Dizzy Gillespie, Jimmy Reed, 
Little Richard. We played a lot of 
theatres with big bands and also did 
a lot of revues, where we would 
play arenas or big tents. I was band- 
leader for Junior Parker and Milburn 
in those days. It was an exciting 
time, but there was good and bad. It 
all helped me arrive where I am. I 
like to say that I’ve been rich all my 
life, | just haven’t had a lot of 
money.” 

The self-taught guitarist, who lists 
almost no one as an influence, sayS, 
[legendary pioneering jazz guitarist] 
“Charlie Christian is the only guitar 
player who ever really influenced 
me... I never had formal training, 
and I never did want to sound like 
anyone else. | wanted to have my 
own sound.” 

After recording numerous sides 
for the Duke/ Peacock label, penning 
a number of blues classics including 

“There Goes The Blues” for Bobby 
Blue Bland and working with a veri- 
table “Who's Who” of jazz and blues 
musicians, Brown quit playing full 
time in 1963. “I had responsibilities 
with my kids growing up, and I had 
to look after them.” In 1991, Brown 
took up playing again and has been 
singing, writing and playing the 
blues with his “Quality Blues Band” 
ever since. He's put out two critically 
acclaimed albums, Nothin’ But the 
Truth and Defender of the Blues; 
Nothin’ But the Truth snagged a 1999 
W.C. Handy nomination as 
“Comeback Album of the Year’ 
while the Houston Press Music 
Awards honoured Brown with “Best 
Guitarist” (1999 & 2001) and “Best 
Male Vocalist” (1999 & 2000), Brown 
also did a brief stint as a music edu- 
cator. “I taught a few years with the 
Houston Independent School 
District, talking about blues to fourth 
grade classes for the most part.”

They 
lived in kind of a remote farm-vil- 
lage, and it was difficult for anyone 
to prove anything. But, in the end of 
the song, he gets eaten up by guilt 
inside.”

from Old Time Relijun’s Lost Light. 
Believe you me, this one will send even 
the most hardcore K Records fan diving 
straight for the first sharp object to burst 
his/her frickin’ eardrums. What could've 
been an interesting blend of nonsense 
crash-smash mayhem turns out to be 
one of the dullest, most annoying rock 
records of the year. Obviously an 
attempt to replicate some Tom Waits oil- 
drum banging, guitar-twanging (tune the 
damn things!), organ-mashing horror 
with that special K Records sauce, it 
succeeds only in proving some ideas are 
better left in the mind of their creator... 
Spending too many words to explain 
why this album is horrible is just as 
painful as spending too much time lis- 
tening to it.

released Have a Ballin '97. The kitsch 
popularity of the collection of 70s pop 
covers opened the floodgates for the 
group to put out albums covering show 
tunes and classic rock. As well, it ushered 
in a punk cover compilation that ranged 
from metal to new wave. 

A more recent trend has punk going 
acoustic, which is where Joey Cape and 
Tony Sly come in. The singers from 
Lagwagon and No Use for a Name 
(respectively) each cover five of their 
group’s songs and write a new track 
Cape's half includes popular entries like 
“Justified Black Eye,” “Exit,” and “On the 
Outside,” while Cape’s Lagwagon stan- 
dards include “Wind in Your Sails,” 
“Move the Car,” and “Violins.” 

The catchy hooks transcribe well to the 
acoustic six-string when tweaked with 
some subtle production. The disc is even 
better than Unwritten Law's campfire 
reworking or their songs on last year’s 
From Music in High Places, thanks to the 


right touches of violin, banjo, piano, and 
accordion. (Yes, someday punk will prob- 
ably go polka.) It's easily accessible to 
those outside the core of Fat Wreck fans,

AFTER TWO YEARS OF READING ABOUT 
The Streets in every music magazine you 
picked up, the novelty of hearing Mike 
Skinner—a.k.a. The Streets—rapping in 
his colloquial British street-English has 
worn off, and you're beginning to wonder 
if he’s really got staying power. 

With A Grand Don't Come for Free, the 
question is: can you make a career out of 
laying down - with ironic sincerity - the 
“truth” about contemporary white-boy 
(bordering on frat-boy) middle-class 
angst and have anyone but other mid- 
dles-class, pub-loving white-boys care? 

At first, the answer seems to be no. 
Some of the songs (ballads such as 
“Could Well Be In” and “Wouldn't Have it 
any Other Way”) seem overly cheesy and 
silly with their vocal tracks and feelings. 

But a second and third listen reveal 
these love songs to be more sincere than 
tongue in cheek, and they're kept on the 
rails by the off-kilter, catchy garage beats 
for which The Streets is known. Skinner's 
lyrics about mundane daily activities res- 
onate with a deeper meaning against 
these beats. 
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The strongest tracks, like “Not 
Addicted” and “Empty Cans,” employ 
dark, deep garage beats and pretty piano 
melodies, imparting an air of hope that 
this guy, who struggles constantly with 
pints, spliffs, “fit-looking dames,” and TV 
addiction understands a grander order to 
the universe.

IF DREAMS HAD MINUS STORY TO 
provide background music, things could 
Seriously get fucked up. You wouldn't be 
able to separate nightmares from fan- 
tasies, or good from evil, and you could 
really wake up feeling completely con- 
fused and punch-drunk—teeling from 
either the best or worst hangover you've 
ever felt. When it comes to lo-fi psyche- 
delia, Minus Story doesn't necessarily 
redefine musical history, rather they bor- 
row everything—from seriously 
deranged ‘60s psychedelia to more con- 
temporary Flaming Lips acid rock. What 
works in their favour is a strange sense 
of production values: they keep the dirt in 
their noisier indie-punk songs, but avoid 
Cleaning up on the vocals while banging 
away on poorly-miked drums just to 
fudge things up as loud as they can.

SAVE FOR A FEW FANATICS LIKE 
yours truly, very few people hoped they'd 
experience the return of Canada’s most 
influential postmodern performance art 
band. They made their debut in a 
Vancouver art gallery in 1984, were 
arrested in the US for “dissecting” a 
stuffed toy in protest against animal vivi- 
section, and have provided music for 
films as well as dance troupes. Their 
compositions continue to be studied, 
emulated, and revered by aficionados 
such as Al Jourgensen, Trent Reznor, 
and Marilyn Manson (to name a few). 
The problems that surrounded the 
recording of The Process, their previous 
album, were so extraordinary that many 
believed they'd seen the end of Skinny 
Puppy. The exhaustion evident in the 
band members’ relationships with each 
other, with the recording industry, and 
(to some extent) with their fans, was 
compounded when key member Dwayne 
Goettel succumbed to a heroin overdose, 
right here in his native Edmonton. Yet 
here we have a new album that sounds 
very much like The Process intended to. 
Picking up pretty much where they left 
Off ten years ago, the reunited duo of 
cEvin Key (alias Kevin Crompton) and 
Nivek Ogre (alias Kevin Ogilvie) returns 
with a collection of accessible electro punk 
that might lack some of the anxiety and 
despair that permeated previous albums. 
But they appear to be in better shape than 
before, as they revisit familiar territory: the 
destruction of our interior and exterior 
environments. The title will no doubt fur- 
ther Skinny Puppy’s reputation as a “polit- 
ical” band, but, while they're firmly estab- 
lished as advocates of animal rights, The

with personal dialectic than ideology. 

The most obvious and self-explanatory 
shift is the scaling back of the impressive 
audio sculptures that were principally 
Dwayne’s creation—these were collages 
of digitally-sampled found sounds that 
were used to create an entirely new genre 
and methodology to accommodate 
Skinny Puppy’s musical expression. In 
fact, the nearest comparison would be 
Ogre's two solo albums, which preceded 
this album.

As for Dwayne, the 
two Kevins have assembled an impressive 
team of musicians to fill his shoes— 
among them Native Instruments’ Omar 
Torres, electro prankster Otto Von 
Schirach, Wayne ‘Static’ Wells, of Static-X, 
and (perhaps less comprehensible) Danny

Carey of Tool. 

The only real problem with any new 
Skinny Puppy recording will always be the 
baggage it comes with. As with the 
“comebacks” of Front 242 and Kraftwerk 
last year, the expectations are astronomi- 
cal, and nothing short of the best release 
since the electronic equivalent of the 
Second Coming will do. Even for those 
who haven't previously heard them or 
heard ofthem. 

Then, of course, there’s the issue of 
continuing when a key member has died: 
the Beatles did reform briefly without John 
and came out sounding like the Electric 
Light Orchestra. The two Kevins sort 
themselves out and sound like Key 
appearing on an Ogre album. These objec- 
tions aside, nostalgia shouldn't keep 
Skinny Puppy fans, or the rest of you lot, 
from enjoying one of this year’s most 
exciting electronic albums.

($11.99) with chicken, tiger prawns 
and veggies over Shanghai noodles 
as a customer favourite. That sound- 
ed good to me. The diner-outer in 
search of comfort items like burgers, 
sandwiches and soup made from 
scratch will also have his/her palate 
suited. 

Inno time flat my steaming bowl 
of stirfried goodness was placed 
before me, probably because I was 
the only person in the place (Alice 
ascribed this to the hockey game that 
was keeping people at home). For 
sucha simple dish, stirfries are easy 
to louse up through overcooking, 
Over-saucing or an excess of cheaper 
ingredients (especially onions) to cre- 
ate the appearance of an abundant 
portion.
